MIND AND EMOTION. 
-—-- > —- — 


T is now generally recognised how great a 
| os mentality plays in cases ¢f illness, 
ut a century ago it was ng so. In a 
very interesting book recently come into my 
hand, the “ Life and Letters/of James 
Hinton,’ a physician and mysfic in early 
Victorian days, he speaks of this theory as 
a wonderful discovery, and as/furnishing a 
glue to much that had before been a puzzle 
to the medical profession. 

He tells much of the effect the various 
emotions háve upon the health, and gives 
instances that had come onder his own 
observation. A lady sent for him in a great 
hurry late in the evening. She was very ill, 
and her friends thought she was going to die; 
she had intense headache, festlessness, vomit- 
ing upon the least movement. In fact, the 
vessels in her brain were constricted by 
fear. She was given a tablespoonful of 
water, and the first dose stopped the sick- 
ness, cured the heada¢he, and sent her to 
sleep. It was hope which had relaxed the 


blood vessels of the brain and effected a cure. 


Yor, as Hinton remarks, relaxation and con- 


traction of the capillaries is the essence of 


disease. It is inflammation, it is morbid de- 
posit, it is pain. Thus we see daily before our 


eyes emotion setting on foot those processes 
which constitute disease, and which also 
constitute cure. 


He further adds—‘‘ We see a power which 


continually produces effects which we admit, 
so far as we can discover, to be at the bottom 
of almost all diseases. I affirm that that 
power does produce disease (which is daily 
seen, though not taken notice of), and that. 
under certain fonditions it will cure it.” 


I recollect 4 case witnessed by my father, 


and published in the British Medical Journal. 
of an incident which occurred during the 
Indian Mutiny. A rebel was brought before 
the British officers to be courtmartialled. and 


in the spa¢e of half an hour his hair, which 
was jet black, turned to a snowy white, 


owing to the intense fright he experienced. 


We women are supposed to be particularly 


emotional, and if this is the fact, I imagine 
that by exercising wise control of our 


emotions we could learn, in many cases, to 


dispense with the services of the doctor. 


Incidentally, also, while our hearts grow 
lighter our pockets will grow heavier.

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ASTRONOMICAL NOTES 
FOR FEBRUARY, 


(FROM Our ASTRONOMICAL CoRRESPONDENT,) 


THe PLANETS :'— 

All the planets have deserted the evening 
sky. this month. Mercury is in Superior 
Conjunction on the 16th, Though technically 
an evening star after that date, he sets 
barely an hour after the Sun on the 28th, 
and is not likely to be seen till well into 
March, when he sets nearly two hours after 
sunset. Venus is in. Inferior Conjunction on 
the 7th, and soon after is fo be seen in the 
early morning sky, where she attains her 
greatest brilliancy on March 14th. She will 
be a morning star till November next. Dur- 
ing the*coming spring it will not be difficult 
to pick her up with the naked eye during 
the forenoon if one has an approximate know- 
of her position. 

Mars is still a morning star, rising with 
very little change two and a half hours before 
the Sun, rather less than last month He 
wil not be in the evening sky again till 
November next. Jupiter rises shortly before 
the Sun, and is too near him to be observed. 
Baiurn. rises at 2.15 a.m. on the Ist and 
thirty-five minutes after midnight on the

Very violent activity is being manifested 
by the Sun since the beginning of the year. 
A spot of gigantic size made its a rence 
on January 19th, and was easily visib e to the 
naked eye during the rest of that month. 
There was already another naked-eye spot 
on the Sun’s disc, but it was dwarfed to in- 
significance by the new-comer. Lhe great 
spot was big enough to hold Jupiter, not to 
tay the Earth, being from 80,000 to 90,000 
miles in diameter. It differed from most 
large synspots in being single, and not a 
group. The most usual form for large spots 
to take is a group consisting of a large lead- 
ing spot and a trailer of somewhat smaller 
size, the two being connected by a line of 
mailer spots. The leading and trailing is 
m the direction of the Sun’s rotation.

, With that of his envied rival with the big

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ENNIS URBAN COUNCIL. 


REFUSES TO CRY “ PECCAVI.” 


A curious situation has arisen in Ennis 
as a result of the recent sworn inquiry into 
the administration of the township by the 
Urban Council. It will be remembered that 
Mr. J. A. Gleeson, Local Government. Inspec- 
tor, recommended the dissolution of the Coun- 
cil and that the Minister of Local Govern- 
ment reqhested the Clare County Council to 
appoint 3 committee of three to take charge 
of Ennis. 

instead of giving a definite answer to the 
Minister the County Council left the matter 
in the hands of one of their members (Mr. 
FE. F. Kerin), who had a petition signed by a 
large number of ratepayers asking that a 
paid Commissioner should be appointed and 
not a committee of the County Council. This 
petition was presented last. week to the 
Minister, who pointed out that, in his 
cpinion, the Urban District would find the 
salary of a Commissioner beyond their re- 
seurces, but that it was really a matter for 
the local ratepayers, who could submit the 
name of a suitable person if they so pleased. 

A meeting of. the ratepayers has now been 
summoned with the view of getting their de- 
cision on this point. 

Meantime the Local Government Depart- 
ment failed to notify the Urban Council offi- 
cially of the Minister’s views as to their con- 
duct of the municipal, affairs. Nor did they 
send them a copy of the inspector’s report. 
Consequently, the \majority of the tJ 'rhan 
Council hold the view that their position is 
unaffected, and on Saturday night last they 
held the annual statutory meeting for the 
election of chairman and committees. Mr. 
T. V. Honan @was unanimously re-elected 
chairman and Mr. John Reidy vice-chairman. 

Returning thanks for the compliment, Mr. 
Honan argued that the Council was in as 
good a financial position as any similar body 
in the Free State; that their “ indebtedness °’ 
was largely mythical; that they wére being 
charged £2,000 for income tax although they 
had been running the public services at a loss ; 
that members of the present Government had 
directed them during the “troubled times ”’ 
not to repay loans to the British Government, 
and were now penalising them for carrying 
out their instructions. 

Mr. Honan stigmatised those members of 
the Council who favoured the appointment of 
a paid Commissioner as “new recruits,” who 
had run amok with petitions, and who should 
have sat and listened to the experience 
members of the Council, instead of flyin 
about like wild geese on deputations ta“ 
Dublin. 

“We will not cry Peccavi,”’ he said, ' but, 
gentlemen, we will carry on.” 

The result of the ratepayers’ meeting is 
awaited with interest. 


HAYLEY MORRISS.

OFFENCE THAT REOUIRES 
PENAL SERVITUDE. 


The Court of Criminal Appeal yesterday dis- 
missed the applications of Hayley Morriss and 
his wife for leave to appeal against their 
sentences. Morriss had been sentenced to 
two years’ hard labour, followed by twelve 
months’ imprisonment, for offences against 
young girls, and Mrs. Morriss had been 
sentenced to nine months’ hard labour for 
conspiring with him to procure the girls. 

The Lord Chief Justice said that there was 
not the slightest ground for appeal in the 
case of the woman. If the sentence on Morriss 
were to be revised by the Court it would be 
revised in the direction of increasing it. 

“ A more revolting case is not within our 
-acollection,”” observed his lordship, who, 
xing on to say the statutes did not justify 
the inference that a Court could not pass 4 
sentence of imprisonment following one of two 
years’ hard labour, remarked that it was 
quite obvious that, if the law had permitted, 
a proper sentence would have been a long 
sentence of penal servitude. 

““One can only hope,” he added, “ that 
before long, and indeed before another case 
of these dimensions can possibly arise, the 
Legislature will have removed a blemish on 
existing penal legislation, and will have given 
to the Courts a discretion where there is a 
multiplicity of offences of a certain kind to 
impose sentence of penal servitude."” 

ismissing both appeals the Court ordered 
the sentences to run from yesterday. 
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
